The common origin for infection 


of any of these sinuses accessory to 
the nasal passages is a nead cold. 
In acute cases, discomfort or even 
pain may be a conspicuous symp­ 
tom. 
One of the 
most characteristic 
symptoms of the acute as well as of 
the chronic sinius infection is a na­ 
sal discharge. 
When such a discharge is observ­ 
ed to come from but one side of the 
nose, the condition producing this is 
usually sinus disease.
